When 
the nation indorses, next November, the ver- 
dict of Ohio in favor of honesty and against 
repudiation, partial or entire, we can nego- 
tiate a 44 or 4 per cent bond abroad, fund our 
securities bearing higher rates of interest in 
this, save in this way some millions of doliars 
a year, and thus practically realize that hon- 
esty is the best policy. 


At yesterday's meeting of the Committee 
of the Convention of last March, held in the 
interest of the Rock Island & Hennepin Ca- 
nal, an earnest discussion was had relative to 


promote the success of the effort to secure 
from Congress the appropriation necessary to 
construct the canal. The cost of the work is 
estimated at from $3,000,000 to $4,000,000, 
but little more than the State 
Illinois has already paid to enlarge 
the capacity of the Illinois & Michigan Canal, 
which would serve as the eastern continuation 
of the Rock Island & Hennepin Canal. The 
latter project has been conceived in the in- 
terest of cheap transportation, by furnishing 
a direct water route from the Mississippi to 
Lake Michigan for the agricultural products 
of the Northwest, and the movement in be- 
half of its constraction bids fair to attain to 
such proportions as to receive favorable con- 
sideration at the hands of Congress. 
INFLATION AND SUBSIDIES. 

In the statement of the public debt issued 

by the Treasury Department, Oct. 1, 1875, 


there is given the figures showing the amount 


of bonds issued by the United States to the 
Pacific Railroads and the interest thereon 
paid by the United States as follows:

These bonds had thirty years to run, and 
have been issued about ten years. The 


Railroad Companies have failed to pay the 


interest, save such as have been deducted 
from the charges for transportation, leaving 
due to the United States for interest about 
523.000, Estimating at the same rate 
for the t twenty years, when the bonds 
bocome due, the outlay by the Government 
will be: Principal of the bonds, $64,623,000 ; 
interest, $69,000,000 ; total, $133,000,000,—to 
secure which the United States will hold a 
second mortgage on the railways. It is safe 
to say that the mortgage will be valueless, 
and that the $133,000,000 will be a gratuity 
to the Railroad Companies. 

Ever since the successful swindle per- 
petrated in this case upon the country there 
have been persistent and pertinacious efforts 
to draw Congress into repeating this subsidy 
operation in behalf of other railroad and 
other internal improvement schemes, The 
Northern Pacific Railroad, which at present 
is suspended, expects a money subsidy, as does 
Col. Tox Scorr for his Southern Pacific Road. 
The latter scheme seeks that the Government 
shall guarantee the interest on the Company’s 
bonds for forty years at the rate of $40,000 
per mile of railway,—the railway to be some 
2,100 miles long. But there are other works 
of internal improvement for which contract- 
ors and jobbers are waiting, some of which,

Here is an immediate market for an issue 
of $400,000,000 of greenbacks inter-converti- 
ble with 3-65 bonds.

will not be limited to $400,000,000. Assum- 
ing that the work proposed can be done at 
the present value of money for the sum pro- 
posed, it will be impossible to do so if the 
money shall decline, as it certainly will, upon 
inflation.

At a recent banquet in Paris, the Minister of 
Finance, M. Leon Sar, while speaking of the 
adoption of the Constitution, said: “ That 
memorable act was received by the whole 
nation with a general feeling of confidence, 
and visible symptoms testify to the ef- 
fect of this confidence upon the public 
wealth.” He went on to say that gold was 
already circulating in the country, and that 
the vaults of the Bank of France were full of 
bullion. ‘‘ From the day on which the defini- 
tive Constitution was voted, so real an im- 
provement became apparent in trade that the 
equilibrium of the Budget, which had been 
vainly sought previously, came about, so to 
speak, of itself.” The taxes have since yield- 
ed $16,000,000 more than their estimated re- 
turns. France is again thoroughly pros- 
perous. 

The lesson of these facts is plain. If we 
will do as France has done, we shall also get 
back to prosperous times.

WHY GREENBACKS ARE AT A DISCOUNT. 
The reason that the legal-tender notes of the United 
States Government are selling from 16 to 17 per cent 
discount is not that the people of this country have 
less confidence in the faith of the Government and 
their resources than have the French with regard to 
their Government; itis because in this country our 
paper is nota full legal-ten er. [Applause.] No man 
carries or expects to receive gold to pay adebt; gold is 
virtually demonetized, Yet when you go to the Cus- 
tom-House to pay duties, greenbacks are repudiated, 
Thus the greenback is made a thing of speculation. 

We take the above from Mr. KAILAr's New 
York speech. Mr. KxLixr and his associates 
all know very well that the interest on all 
the bonds issued by the Government is, by 
express provision of law, payable in gold. 
that point there is no controversy. The Gov- 
ernment, if deprived of the gold revenue from 
customs, will either have to abandon the pay- 
ment bf interest in gold, or sell its greenbacks 
for gold with which to pay the interest. 
Which of these alternatives Mr. Kar pro- 
poses shall be adopted, he has not disclosed. 
If the payment of interest on gold be aban- 
doned, then the Government may dispense 
with gold revenue from customs. Butif the 
interest is to be paid in gold, then it will be 
no relief to the country to collect the revenne 
in greenbacks and then purchase gold in the 
open market. 

The fact that the Government is not de- 
pendent on the market for gold, and that it 
always has a surplus of coin on hand with 
which it may crush any combination of spec 
ulators, is all that protects the greenback 
from frightful fluctuations at the mere will of 
Wall street brokers. 

But even if we should go so far an to re- 
pudiate the payment of the iaterest m gold, 
and dispense with the use oi gold for that 
purpose, we still will want whatever gold is 
necessary to pay the differences between the 
gold value of our exports anc the cost of our 
purchases from other natiom. The supply 
of gold for this purpose would be com- 
paratively small, and all othe gold, not be- 
ing needed, would go where it was needed. 
The amount of gold being mall, the op- 
portanities to corner it and rm it up to high 
rates would be increased, ani after all the 
value of the greenback would continue to be 
precisely what the holders ofthe gold would 
consent to pay for it. The value of green- 
backs, no matter how smdior great the 
quantity of gold in the county, must remain 
from day to day at the exact sum at which 
they can be converted into coia. 

BRADLAUGH ON Nm LABOR. 

A great difficulty in the way of every stu- 
dent of social science and every would-be re- 
former is to ascertain the exait needs of the 
classes which any reform mus mainly affect. 
What do the workingmen rally need? Is 
their condition better or wore than it has 
been? Questions like these ae not easy to 
answer. After all possible statistics have 
been compiled, one importantelement in the 
answer is still lacking. This is the opinion 
of the men most immediately concerned. 
They will not, as a rule, give thisto any one 
belonging to a different class. [t must be 
gleaned from their conversation with each 
other, from their infrequent writings, and 
from the rare utterances of the very few men 
who have a valid caim to represent them.

The explorations of Sraxtar in equatorial 
Africa have thus far been crowned with very 
remarkable success. In point of health and 
strength, in securing the friendly offices of 
the native tribes and keeping on the good 
side of the petty chieftains who greatly 
abound among the Nile lakes, and in sup- 
plying himself with provisions, he has been 
very fortunate. Judging from his letters, in- 
deed, there is every reason to believe that he 
will before long solve the mystery of the 
sources of the Nile, which Livivestonz 80 
nearly had reached when death overtook him. 
The scheme of Sranuey’s explorations em- 
braces three great objects. The first of these 
is a thorough exploration of the great lake, 
the Victoria Niyanza, originally discovered by 
Srpexe and Grant, and supposed by them to 
be the main fountain head of the Nile. A 
portion of the work has already been 
accomplished. His letters, which have 
been printed in Tax Tame, have 
described his voyage upon the wa- 
ters of this unknown sea from Kagebyi on 
the south, 1,000 miles, or nearly two-thirds 
of the way round it, to a large island off its 
northwestern shore. From this point, for 
some reason which does not yet appear, 
SranLey seems to have retraced his course to 
Kagehyi, leaving about one-third of the shore 
on the southwest unexplored. His next let- 
ter, however, will probably give us the re- 
mainder of the exploration of the Victoria 
Niyanza, or it may be that he has already 
written letters giving the result which have 
not arrived, as it is evident that there are 
gaps in his correspondence. Stan ey is not 
a very graphic writer, and gives little atten- 
tion to detail, but there is sufficient detail in 
his descriptions to show that the region he 
has been exploring is very fertile, and that 
the great tracts of country inhabited by the 
savage tribes are rich in products of the soil, 
and especially abound in cattle and elephants, 
giving great mercantile promise for some 
fature time. One important result of his 
exploration is his discovery that the lake is a 
great open body of water, instead of a suc- 
cession of little lakes, as Sri and even 
Lavinestone thought. 

Sraxlxr's secopd object is a thorough ex- 
ploration of the other known fountain of the 
Nile, the Albert Nyanza, lying northwest of 
the Victoria Nyanza, and connected with it 
by the Victoria Nile. The Albert Nyanza 
was discovered by Sir Samut Baxer, but he 
explored it only about 100 miles south from 
its outlet into the Nile. The tribes occupy- 
ing the country between the two great lakes 
have already been pacified, and have such 2 
hearty fear of the whites that it is not an- 
ticipated Sraxtxx will have any difficulty in 
crossing it. His success in exploring the Vic- 
toria Nyanza, which is much larger than the 
Albert Nyanza, is a good omen for success in 


exploring the latter. If no misfortune shall 


overtake him, this exploration will solve the 
question of a connection between the Albert 
Nyanza and Lake Tanganyika on the south, 
which was the grand theatre of Dr. IV- 
stonn’s operations. The third and last ob- 
ject of Sranuzy is to pluck the mys- 
tery of this Tanganyika basin, which 
undoubtedly Lrvrxestonz would have solved 
had not death overtaken him. In pursuing 
his way westward from the Tanganyika, Dr. 
Lrvmestons found that the great system of 
lakes, rivers, treeks, and springs, north of 
the Lakiga Mountains, which undoubtedly 
constitute the water-shed of the Nile, drained 
into the Lualaba and Lomame Rivers, and 
that these rivers in turn flowed into a great 
river suddenly cut off in an unknown and 
unexplored region. Dr. Lavinestons firmly 
believed that this whole interior basin, with 
its complicated web of lakes and rivers, be- 
longed to the Nile, and to solve this mystery 
is SraxkLxx's paramount ambition. If he can 
definitely establish the fact that the great 
river formed by the Lomame and Lualaba 
flows into the Nile or into the Albert Nyanza, 
then the whole mystery of the Nile source is 
atanend. Not only this, but he will also 
establish the fact that the Nile is the longest 
river of the world, and thus revolutionize 
geography as he has already revolutionized 
the previous discoveries of Sr, Gaanr, 
Lrymosrom, and other explorers. 

In this great work, the gallant journalistic 
explorer will have the good wishes of the 
whole world. He has proved himself to be a 
skillful, patient, persevering, plucky explorer ; 
and, when he has succeeded in rooting out 
the mysteries of the Nile fountains under the 
broiling equator, we suggest that the Herald 
next give him a chance in the Arctic regions, 
and see if he cannot read the secrets of the 
Pole,

The sinking of the magnificent British ship 
the Vanguard has been followed by the usual 
searching inquiries as to the causes of the dis- 
aster; but the results arrived at, in this in- 
stance, are not entirely satisfactory. The court- 
martial laid the chief blame upon the officers of 
the Vanguard, and dismissed the commander of 
that vessel, Capt. Dawxuxs, from Her Majesty's 
service. Several other officers of the Vanguard 
were severely reprimanded. The findings of the 
court-martial thus far were heartily sustained 
by press and public; but as regards the Iron 
Duke's share in the accident, the decisions of 
the court-martial, reported by cable yesterday, 
are not so satisfactory.

Record of Lesser Crimes, 


KILLING COLORED PEOPLE.

New Onteans, La., Oct. 14.—For several 
months past there bas existed in the Parish of 
East Felicians a rebellion against the parochial! 
(County) officers, who are Republicans. The ju- 
dicial officers were not allowed to open court, 
the Tax Collector was not allowed to 
collect the taxes, and the parish officers 
were generally prevented from performing 
their duties by their political opponents. A 
call was made by these officers upon the Gov- 
ernor for asewtance in maintaining the laws, 
which it was impossible to give, as there is no 
organized State militia. These officers then at- 
tempted an organization in uniformity with 
the advice of Attorney-Gen. Pierrepont for their 
protection. This their opponents construed 
into a conspirney against the white people. The 
parish officers, being mostiy colored men, and 
all those who were suspected of being concerned 
in promoting the organization, were driven from 
the parish spd ordered not to return on 
pain of being killed. Among those who were 
thus forced from their homes were the Sheriff, 
Henry Smith, R. R. Ray, member of the Legis- 
lature, and John Gair, a man of considerable 
prominence emong the colored people of the 
State. Last week Sheriff Smith returmed and 
attempted to open the District Court, and was 
shot but not killed. To-day the Picayune re- 
ceived the following dispatch :

He was taken 
from Baton Itouge at 2 p. m. in the direction of 
Clinton, and, as the above dispatch shows, 
wes aswassinested on the road, ostensibly by a 
band of masked men who were probably acting 
in concert with the posse. The woman Babe 
Matthews was Gair’s sister-in-law. It is said 
here that the alleged poisoning took place one 
month ago, and that k. Sanders is 
alive and weil John Gair was at 
that time in this city, and his eister-in-law, Babe 
Matthews, ia Baton Rouge.

A prominent member of our Board of Trade sent a 
sample of Chicago No. 3 wheat to New York last week, 
and heard from it yesterday. The New York firm to 
which it was sent reported that it is the best No. 3 
wheat of the present crop that has reached the seaboard. 
This means, as we have previously asserted, that the 
stuff which is called Chicago No, 3 spring when it ar- 
rives in New York, is the very same that was called re- 
jected when it arrived in Chicago, with the slight ad- 
vantage, perhaps, of a blowing over in Buffalo. Sim- 
Uarly, our No, 3 spring, with possibly a little cleaning 


in Buffalo, is called Chicago No. 2 spring by the New 


York dealers, and as such is quoted several cents be. 
low the price paid for honest No, 2. The reputation of 
Chicago wheat has, suffered in this way, as it has also 
suffered in New England from the action of parties 
who lie in waitafew miles outside this city, aud gob- 
ble up wheat which is too poor to pass inspection here 
as No. 2, but fis by them sent to interior towns near 
the seaboard as No. 2. And the cheat is winked at by 
the men who know of it, but are not pecuniarily inter- 
ested in exposing it. 

The statement was made on "Change yesterday that 
the principal reason why the Rock Island Elevator 
Wheat sells lower than that in other houses, lies in the 
fact that many sections along the line of the Rock 
Island Road have the option of sending heir grein 
either to Chicago or Milwaukee, and that the last named 
city bids up in its grading, to draw such custom. This 
it is alleged, draws to Milwankee all the best wheat o 
each grade, leaving the poorer wheat to corto Chi- 
cago, and thus lowering the average value of the grain 
of each grade in the Rock Island Elevator, There may 
be some truth in this statement; but it is not “ what's 
the matter, as is eelf-evident from the fact that 
the price discrimination against Rock Island 
grain does not work in that way. The 
fault is this: Certain parties have 
established smut mills along the line of the Rock 
Island Railroad in or near Chicago. They buy up re- 
jected and no grade wheat in this market, and clean or 
doctor it up so that it will just pass into the grades 
pext above, and then load it into the cars which bring 
it to the elevator. It is passed on by the Inspectors, 
and dumped into the bins along with honest grain that 
has not been doctored, It may be that the value of 
the whole is not less than that of the grain which 
comes direct from the country, but buyers doubt it, 
and act accordingly. The result is that the wheat of a 
dealer in the country who sends in No. 3 of rejected 
wheat over the Rock Island Road cannot be sold for 
the same price that it would bring if it were sent in 
over some other road, Perhaps this will explain the 
reason why no little wheat bas recently been forward- 
ed to this market from Western Iowa in s roundabout 
way in preference to shipping it direct over the Rock 
Island une. 

If some person whose grain is depreciated in selling 
value by the admixture complained of would bring 
suit for damages against the right (wrong) parties, the 
system might be so effectually exposed as to be broken 
up. The Inspectors might then receive instructions 
not to grade wheat or any other grain that has been 
doctored up. The parties who do this doctoring have 
probably the right to do what they will with their 
own ; but they ought to be forced to sell the result on 
its own merits—by sample. 

The leading produce tharkets were rather more 
active yesterday, and grain was stronger. This was 
partially due to the weather, and partly due to the ad- 
vance in the gold premium, which was generally sup- 
posed to be owing to uncertainty in regard to the re- 
sult of the election in Ohio. Several telegrams 
were received on ‘Change, some leaning one 
way and others in the other direction, and hopes 
and fears rose or fell as the reports changed 
the majority alternately to the side of the rag baby, or 
concentrated it on the gold dollar. There is no doubt 
that most of these telegrams were bogus—manufac-

Rocsroro, III., Oct. 14.~The entire City of 

Rockford is again agog over the Early-Storey 

slander, andthe indictment of Franc B. Wilkie, 

Prime Minister of the Chicago Times, and ex- 

Sheriff Patrick Flinn, of this city, for conspring 

together to rum the character of Gov.

by the Clark street Board, and there was a very 

eneral movement, favored by such men as 
5 udge Goodrich, Queal, Dixon, Waugbop, 
Bishop. and Gammon, and others represent eng 
nearly all the churebes of the city, in favor of 
sending me there in the hope that I might be 
able to gather an audience and save the prop- 
erty. Inis movement met my approbation, end 
I expressed my entire willingness to undertake 
the work, and I supposed, and all these gen de- 
men supposed. that such would be the arrange- 
ment, and I have not now the slightest doubt 
but it would have been successful.

GEN. SHERIDAN AT CEDAR CREEK. 
Te the Diditur of 7 he Ohmeye denne 

Cuicaco, Oct. 14.—I have been a reader of the 
Chicago Iimes for the last four years, and dur- 
ug that period have read in it many sneering 
allusions to Lieut. Gen. Sheridan. In its issue 
of to-day appears an editorial article ent tled 
„Sherman and His Critics,” in which the fol- 
lowing passage occurs. Aliuding to the favor- 
able comments passed on Gen. Sherman's 
memoirs by distinguished army officers, it says: 
And from Gen. Wright, the intrepid chief of 
the Sixth Corps of the Army of the Potomac, 
the commander and savior of the army on that 
famous day in the Shenandoah when Sheridan 
reeled drunken from 20 miles away to steal the 
giory of a battle which his neglect nearly lost 
from Get. Wright, the hearty testimony,” etc., 
ete. The paragraph quoted above is false in 
fact and in inference. Sheridan was not drunk 
on that 10n. 

The battié alluded to is that of Cedar Creek, 
which was fought on the 19th day of October, 
1864. The writer participated in that battle. and 
saw Sheridan arrive on the field. In fact, there 
Was not a soldier in line who did not have a close 
look at Sheridan and listen to bis ringing words 
of cheer. He halted in front of the colors of 
each regiment as he moved down the lines, and 
told the troops that he proposed to lead them 
back to their old camps before the day closed. 

To say that Seri an robbed Wright of the 
glory of the battle is as false as to say that he 
was drunk while the battle was being fonght. 
When Sheridan arrived on the field our army 
was falling back, and the enemy was in pursuit. 
Sheridan immediately ordered a halt, formed a 
line of battle, — bis artillery on a hill ui the 
rear, aod his cavalry on the right.

This 
amount was received during the quarter from 
the sale of brick, from labor and boarding 
county prisoners, $2,038.75 being received from 
the lattersource. The audited accounts amount 
to $17,340.96, and include the pay-roll of em- 
ployea, coal, wood. groceries, provisions, buil d- 
ing materials, stock for labor, etc. 

The statement of prisoners for the oe 
shows the following items: Iu prison July 1. 
males, 247; females, 85; total, 382. Received 
during the quarter, males. 813; females, 413 ; 
total, 1,226, making a grand total of 1,558. Dis- 
char mates, 821; females, 410; total, 1,231. 
Number in confine t Sept. 30, 327, of which 
239 were males, and 88 females. Of the whole 
number received. 1,159 were from the Police 
Courts, 46 from the Criminal Court, 19 from Jus- 
tices of the Peace, and 2 recaptured. 

The offenses for which the prisoners were re- 
ceived include breath of the peace, 609: intox- 
ication, 154; vagrancy, 287; keeping or being 
inmates of disordgriy houses, 38; viola- 
tions of other cily ordinnaces, 74; bur- 
glary, 3; Ilarceny, 38; assault with im- 
tent to kill, 2; other crimes of lesser gravity, 
21; total, 1,226. The executions extended from 
$2.50 to $101.50, and the termsof imprisonment 
from five days toa year. Those who admitted 
second offenses numbered 765. 

The releases were made in the following man- 
ner: Expiration of sentence, 917; Comptrol- 
ler’s order, 29; Mayor's order, 159; Governor's 
pardon, 4; payment of fine, 101; sapersedeas, 
18; babeas corpus, 1; escaped, 2. Total, 1,231. 
The ages of persons ranged from 9 years to 80.
